The proposed claims' amendment will not place the application in condition for allowance, and the claims will still be rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 6,303.141 ('141) in view of EP 349 430 ('430). The invention a whole is taught by the 
combined teachings of the references. 

Regarding the declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed 06/25/2007 is insufficient to overcome the rejection of claims 1-7, and 10-19 based 
upon 35 U.S.C. 103 rejections as set forth in the last Office action because: the declaration presents improper comparison between two 
drugs, both encompassed by the scope of the present claims. The present claims encompass diester salt of ACE and monoester salts of 
ACE that are compared. The comparison does not show same storage period. The comparison does not even show permeation of the 
monoester of ACE. Proper comparison can only be made by: (a) testing the two compared drugs carried out under same conditions 
including period of storage, (b) testing for the same effects, such as permeation. Only then a meaningful comparison of the products can 
be made. In addition, the comparative data does not include all the conditions of storage. 

Absent such proper comparison, the prior art/comparative product is not any different from the instant product. 

In view of the foregoing, when all of the evidence is considered, the totality of the rebuttal evidence of nonobviousness fails to 
outweigh the evidence of obviousness.
